Tlie Committee on Irrigation, W ater Rights and 
Mining Debris reported hack S. B. 287, an Act to 
divide the State into drainage and irrigable districts, 
recommending th at it do pass ; also, S. B. 27, to re­ 
peal an Act entitled an Act to promote drainage, 
w ithout recommendation. Following is the explana­ 
tion which accompanied the re p o rt: 
We make this report not because the members of 
the committee desire to shirk any resf>onsibility or 
avoid any duty or avoid the expression of tlmir 
opinions in reference to the hill,- hu t because there 
were b u t five members of the committee— a bare 
m ajority—in the city when the hill was acted upon, 
and the committee, while not technically bound to 
report the bill back on this day, yet in accordance 
with trhat seemed to be the wish of the m ajority of 
the Senate, and not desiiing to « elay action there­ 
upon, have deemed it best to re¡>ort the hill back 
w ithout recommendation, so th at its friends and 
foes alike may be able to act upon it in the Senate 
a t once. 
Your committee have examined sixteen 
witnesses and taken 1058 folios of testim ony, and 
th at from the testimony so taken before your com­ 
m ittee we report as to the result of our labors as 
follows : 
First—That the am ount of work already done by 
the Directors of Drainage D istrict No. 1 is £470,­ 
718 52 ; that in addition to said am ount there will 
he some further claims against the district for work 
now in progress in the line of repairing the settles 
in the dams on the Yuba and Bear rivers, the 
am ount of which cannot be ascertained until the 
work is finished, bu t it w ill not be of any large 
amount. 
Second—That the location of the work done by 
the Directors is upon the Sacramento, Yuba and 
Bear rivers, and the details as to where said work 
has been done will be found in the report in a tabula­ 
ted statem ent made by Charles M. Cogl in, Secre­ 
tary of the Board of Directors. 
Third—That the am ount of money raised from all 
sources under the provisions of an Act entitled “ An 
Act to promote drainage, approvéd April 23, 18 0,” 
for these purposes, as appears by the statem ent of 
the Controller of State, which is made a part of the 
testimony, and is as follows : State tax, £293,120 22; 
Distri t tax, §50,531 ; W ater tax, §50,171—Total, 
$39 4,622 22. 
Fourth—That the am ount actually expended by 
the Commissioners up to date, as evidenced by the 
w arrants drawn, is $363,188 40. 
Fifth—T hat the m anner of letting the contracts 
has been in accordance w ith the law, and in a public 
and apparently fair m anner, and we respectfully re­ 
fer to the testim ony of the Hon. Niles Searles, 
one of the Directors, as more fully illustrating how- 
said contracts have been let. 
Sixth—That the cost of the work done under the 
direction of the Directors of said Drainage District 
No. 1 is $470,718 52, of w hich am ount $320,321 18 
has been jxiid to the contractors, and the balance of 
$150,377 34 is now due to the contractors, a9 per re­ 
port of said Secretan’ Cogían and the estim ates of 
the engineers of the district. 
Seventh—That as to the management and affairs 
of the work done by the Directors, we can only sa} , 
from the testimony before us, th at the Directors ap­

Senate. 
Washington, January J ls t.—Dawes addressed the 
Senate on the k¡llin¡; cf Bijf Snake, a Ponca Chief, 
by soldiers in the Agent's office in Indian Territory. 
He estim ated th at the extraordinary delay of the 
Interior Departm ent in answering the Senate reso­ 
lution of Ma-eh lllh last was intentional. 
He de­ 
tailed the circumstances of the killing, and seath- 
ingir criticised the Departm ent's method as un- 
American and vindictive, and presented a protest 
from twenty-five Poncas against the sale of the old 
reservation, etc. 
Lo^an, replying to what he thought m ight be con­ 
strued as a reflection upon the Interior D epartm ent 
in the rem arks ju st made, eulogized the course of 
the head of th at Departm ent and its general m an­ 
agem ent of late years, as having been as honest, 
capable, fair and ju st as th at of any other D epart­ 
m ent of the Government. 
The Senate resumed consideration of the Indian 
Land in Severalty bili, the question being on Mor­ 
gan's am endm ent to dispense with the requirem ent 
for the assent of two-thirds of a tribe before land 
can be taken in severalty. 
After remarks by Morgan in favor and Saunders 
in opposition, the am endm ent was rejeO ed—ayes 
21, núes «0. 
Plum b subm itted a .d advocated an am endm ent 
to allow allotm ents to be taken by individual mem­ 
bers of a tribe which does not consent to take the 
lands, and providing that in such an event the 
tribal relations shall be broken up. 
A fter discussion, Plumb modified his am endm ent, 
at the suggestion of Kdmunds, so as to om it its 
latter feature. 
The am endm ent then prevailed without objection. 
On motion of Hoar, an am endm ent prohibiting 
the punishm ent of Indians for polygamy, who, at 
the lime of allotm ent was practicing the same, was 
amended so as to make it applicable to Indians who 
are citizens of States. 
The bill laid over w ithout action aud ordered 
printed.

INVESTIGATION. 


The Assembly Committee on W ater 1 tights 
and Drainage m et last evening in room 10 at 
the Capitol, Assemblyman Blown in tha 
chair. 
M r. Kellogg moved th at all further pro­ 
ceedings in the investigation be dispensed 
with, th at the Clerk and stenographer be in­ 
structed to make a condensed report of the 
testim ony taken before the committee, to be 
presented a t the next meeting, and th at pend­ 
ing the presentation of said statem ent no re­ 
port be made to the Assembly unless specially 
requested. 
The motion was seconded by M r Long. 
M r. Kellogg urged the adoption of the mo­ 
tion, rem arking that he believed it would be 
useless to hear any further testimony, as he 
did not believe the report of the committee 
would have any influence with the Assembly. 
The members had visited the dams on the 
Y uba and Bear, and could judge for them ­ 
selves of their condition. 
M r. Bum s said th at he also had heard suf­ 
ficient testimony. 
Messrs. Long and Chandler w, re of the 
opinion that the witnesses who had been 
summoned and were in attendance should to 
examined. 
Mr. Kellogg accordingly 
consented to 
withdraw his motion. 
J . M. Doyle was then called and testified : 
I am a surveyor and civil engineer. 
I 
visited the Yuba dam on the 2d of .January. 
The water was low. 
I t was settled in sec­ 
tions, but was not broken. 
The deposit of 
sediment at that time above the dam did not 
exceed two inches in depth. 
I saw f mr or five 
settles with the water flow ing over them and 
a break, but could not tell its dimensions. 
M y observations satisfied me th at the dam 
h *d not performed the functions L r which it 
was constructed. 
A t a subsequent examina­ 
tion I discovered th at about SCO feet of the 
earth-work at the north end of the dam had 
been swept away. 
The water had backed up 
more than at the south end. 
Half of the de­ 
posit had been washed out. 
The channel had 
also washed out about fifty feet wide and to 
a considerable depth. 
On the occasion of my 
visit to the south end I noted the deposit to 
be about sever inches on an average, about 
the same as it is at M arysville. 
Saw one 
settle 
about 
200 
feet 
w ile. 
I 
could 
not 
measure 
the depth, 
as 
the 
cur­ 
rent was too swift, aud [ was unable to 
get at it. 
The old channel, which was about 
four feet deep, was, I tliink, nearly filled, 
and the old river bed was scoured out and 
washed away from a depth varying from 
two inches to four feet. 
The water was run­ 
ning in different streams, and the debris 
appeared to be from two inches to two feet 
in depth and at one place three feet. 
The 
velocity cf the stream I estimated a t four 
miles per hour, except at one point near the 
middle. 
I Siould not see any embankm ent 
of sediment resting against the dam. 
The 
dam is a failure. 
I base my assertion to an 
extent upon the language of the State E n ­ 
gineer, when in his report of 1880 he speaks 
of the w ater flowing over the dams. 
I t ap­ 
pears to have been the object of the dam to 
make the water flow over the crest, and thus 
check the velocity of the stream , which, in 
m y judgment, is an erroneous idea. 
Cross-examined by M r. Long : I have been 
a surveyor and civil engineer for seven or 
eight years. 
I have been engaged mainly in 
land surveying and levee building. 
I ’ve 
never had any experience in the building of 
brush or other dams. 
N ever even saw them 
in the course of construction by other engi­ 
neers. 
1 decline to answer whether or not I 
have ever conversed w ith any of the engi­ 
neers or directors relative to the construction 
of the dams iu the Y uba and Bear. 
The 
language of the State Engineer to which I 
have referred was used in reference to stone 
dams, but I consider it applicable also to brush 
dams. 
I am still of the opiuion th at on the 
middle of this month there were not inora 
than about 100 wheel-barrow loads of debris 
caught by the dam on the Yuba. 
I would 
estimate the utmost capacity of the dam a t 
present at about three million cubic yards. 
I had no instrum ents w ith me when I visited 
the dam. 
I do not know if the dam wag 
built according to the modifications in the 
original specifications. 
State Engineer H all was next called, and 
gave evidence iu rebuttal of M r. Doyle, and 
aho repeated a part of the testim ony previ­ 
ously given by him before the Senate Com­ 
m ittee on Irrigation, W ater Eights and M in­ 
ing Debris, 
lfis testimony was veiy lucid, 
intelligent and convincing, relative to the 
theory of the construction of the dams, and 
the action of the currents in the Yuba, Bear 
an Feather rivers, etc., and clearly refuted 
the exaggerated and improbable statem ents 
made by Mr. Doyle. 
C. D . Ilhoades, the resident engineer of the 
Y uba dam, also repeated iu substance the 
testimony given by him Saturday evening 
before the Senate committee, aud previously 
reported in the R ecOBD-Uhio». 
His evi­ 
dence was corroborative of th at cf the State 
Engineer, and went to show th at the dams 
had been constructed upon scientific prin­ 
ciples, and well subserved the purpose for 
which they were built. 
M r. McConnell, of Colusa, amused the 
committee for a time by a ludicrous attem pt 
a t the cross-examination of the witness, dur­ 
ing which he displayed a laudable but ill- 
tim ed desire to obtain a discursive knowledge 
of surveying and engineering, topics with 
which he was not apparently eo converjan, as 
M r. Rhoades.

The committee then adjourned, with the 
understanding th at the investigad n was at 
an end.

THE REPORT OF THE SENATE COMMITTEE 
ON DEBRIS. 


THE HIGHT OF THE RIVER. 
The Sacramento on Monday morning 
attained the unprecedented Light of 20 
feet and one inch ahove low-water mark. 
This is one inch and a half higher than the 
flood top of the great freshet of 1878. 
That the river would have risen still 
higher had not the levees given way at 
several points on both sides is by no means 
certain, Bince the effect of the breaking of 
the levees was to check the current, and 
thus to back the water up. In fact there 
is good ground for concluding that if the 
banks had held on both sides the stream 
would have carried the immense volume 
poured into it without reaching even to 
the flood hight of 1878. It is significant 
that the highest point recorded yesterday 
morning was not reached until after several 
extensive breaks had occurred. This fact 
fully bears out the theory which we dis­ 
cussed yesterday, that the carrying ca­ 
pacity of the river is proportioned to the 
completeness of its confinement between 
its banks. If this is true it follows that 
the breaks which have hitherto been sup­ 
posed to relieve the stream, really do 
nothing of the kind. On the contrary, by 
checking its velocity they lessen its ability 
to carry any new volume which may be 
poured into it, and thus render it probable 
that it will rise higher than before, instead 
of subsiding. Precisely this is what ap­ 
pears to have happened on Monday morn­ 
ing, and the fact is deserving of record. 


THE CHILEAN TERMS 
The Chilean terms offered to prostrate 
Peru are extremely severe, and in fact ap­ 
pear to be intended to ruin the country. 
An indemnity of §30,000,000, the sur­ 
render of the Peruvian fleet, and the occu­ 
pation of Callao and the mines until the 
indemnity is paid, constitute a proposition 
which suggests the dilemma in which the 
old debtors’ law placed insolvents. If a 
man was a mechanic and could not pay his 
debts, it used to be customary to clap him 
in jail, when of course he was utterly pre­ 
vented from earning his living. Just so 
Chile appears determined to treat Peru. 
She demands from her an enormous indem­ 
nity, and she at the same time requires 
that the main means of raising revenue in 
the possession of her adveisary shall be 
given up to her. She takes from Peru her 
commerce and her mines, and insists that, 
being thus impoverished, she shall proceed 
to earn and pay §30,000,000. It remains 
to be seen how the Peruvians will relish 
these terms, and what they will do akont 
them. To a dispassionate observer it how­ 
ever looks as though, under the circum­ 
stances, the most economical course would 
be for the conquered country to disincor­ 
porate and retire from national business. 


THE STORM HERE AND ELSEWHERE. 


Though Sacramento has borne a bad 
reputation ever since 1862, it is a fact de­ 
manding notice that during the whole of 
that period Bhe has been free from direct 
damage by floods. T wo or three times she 
has sustained some injury through the ac­ 
cumulation of drainage inside of the 
levees, but this is the result of community 
stupidity, and not a consequence of natural 
phenomena. 
During the late rain-storm 
comparatively very little damage was done 
in any part of this city, but in San Fran­ 
cisco, Napa, Santa Cruz and other places 
which have no flood legends to handicap 
them, the injury hss been great and wide­ 
spread. In San Francisco sewers burst, 
cellars and basements were flooded, and 
despite her steep grades, or because of 
them, that city Buffered ten times as much 
as Sacramento. In view of these facts it 
is in order for those who have been in the 
habit of joking about our liability to im­ 
mersion here, to review their ideas on the 
subject, and to transfer their iests where 
they are better merited. 


The opponents of the debris bill have 
thus far been maintaining a kind of guer­ 
rilla war upon the measure, and in doing 
so they have not scrupled to employ very 
irregular methods of attack. 
From the 
time that the investigation of the woik 
done by the Drainage Commissioners was 
commenced, a fire of lying reports and base­ 
less insinuations has been kept up by the 
journalistic skirmishers who are supposed 
to be giving faithful representations of the 
proceedings of the Legislature. The ed­ 
itors of the hostile papers, going still fur­ 
ther, have hastened to pa38 judgment be­ 
fore the evidence was in, and have eagerly 
seized every derogatory assertion of every 
irresponsible antagonist of the works, and 
treated such statements as of equal, or 
even higher, authority, than the deliberate 
judgment of trained engineers. Trial by 
newspaper has seldom been exhibited in a 
more extravagant form, in fact. There has 
been no indication of the least sense of the 
gravity of the question at issue ; no recog­ 
nition of the rights of those witnesses whose 
experience and professional knowledge give 
wiight to their evidence; no manifestation 
of a desire to treat the case fairly and 
justly; but a bold, undisguised purpose 
has been shown to malign and calumniate 
every one connected with the works, in­ 
cluding the Commissioners and the engi­ 
neers, ana to create the impression that fraud 
had been committed, that the project in­ 
volved some kind of a “ steal,” that 
the engineers did not understand their 
business, that all ttiat had been done was 
a failure, and that while the Commission­ 
ers were no better than swindlers, the en­ 
gineers were incompetent imbeciles. Noth­ 
ing in the treatment of the case has been 
more curious than the cool effrontery with 
which writers who do not understand the 
first principles of the question at issue, 
who have never paid any attention to it 
until this Legislature met, and who are as 
ignorant of engineering science as a cow is 
of Sinscrit, have undertaken to rebuke the 
alleged stupidity of such eminent engineers 
as Captain Eads, and have ridiculed 
methods which science has adopted in far 
larger fields, and always with successful 
results. Nothing is more curious than this, 
unless perhaps we except the dishonesty 
with which it has been Eought to condemn 
the operation of the brush dams in the ab­ 
sence of any evidence to justify such a 
position. Fortunately however legislative 
committees are under some obligation to 
find conclusion» in accordance with the 
testimony adduced, and thus it is that the 
report of the Senate Committee on W ater 
Ilights, Irrigation and Drainage, made yes­ 
terday, traverses the prejudiced and un- 
candid criticisms of the anti-debris press. 
The Senate Committee find that the 
Drainage Commissioners have done their 
duty under the law ; that they have let 
contracts in a thoroughly businc39-likc, 
legitimate and honest manner, in accord­ 
ance with the plans of the engineers ; that 
they have done all that was possible for 
them to do, considering the limited time 
and funds at their disposal; and that the 
excess of the contract costs above the 
fund available for the time being was ren­ 
dered necessary by the imperative need of 
completing the works begun before the 
winter floods, on pain of losing all that 
had been expended upon them. The false 
and malicious reports about fraud are 
shown to have had no justification what­ 
ever. Every dollar used Ins been fully 
accounted for. But it has been made ap­ 
parent that the Commissioners have put 
as much energy and zeal into the work as 
if they had btcn engaged on their personal 
business, and that they have labored iu- 
dcfatigably and conscientiously to effect 
the utmost that could be accomplished in 
the time and with the mean3 at their com­ 
mand. 
As to the success of brush dams, that 
has been demonstrated effectually in the 
teeth of ignorant and adverse criticism. 
The brush, dams have done just what they 
were expected and intended to do: that is 
to say, they have held back the heavier 
debris in large quantities, and so have 
acted as filters to the rivers. The assump­ 
tion of the opposition press, that the least 
flaw in such work argues the failure of 
the plaD, is on its face so ridiculous and 
puerile as to seem beneath comment. As 
a m atter of course all engineering works, 
however scientifically constructed, are 
liable to encounter obstacles and injuries. 
The sinking of the brush dams in places, 
however, did not surprise the engineers, 
for they bad forseen it, and they knew per­ 
fectly well that it would not materially 
affect the operation of the work. 
* It is however perfectly clear to the mean­ 
est understanding that such works as 
have been erected in this case are entitled 
to a fair and full trial. Nothing has oc­ 
curred thus far to shake faith in the sound­ 
ness of the principles adopted by the 
engineers. Both the dams and the rivers 
Live acted as they were expected to act, 
and the gootl anticipated has been obtained. 
It is not expected that the beginnings thus 
far made are capable of dealing with the 
whole problem, however. That can only 
be done by following up the plans already 
entered upon. And no candid or intelli­ 
gent criticism on the entire project is pos­ 
sible until it has been tested as a whole. 
The opposition is now driven from its skir­ 
mish line, and it will have to fall back 
upon the main proposition that the people 
of the State ought not to be called upon to 
assist in the salvation of any part of it. 
The attempt to prove the proposed system 
a failure, though undertaken with charac­ 
teristic impudence by the amateur en­ 
gineers of Bohemia, has failed. The at­ 
tempt to smother the bill by calumny and 
slander has also failed. Perhaps now some 
serious effort will be made to discuss it 
upon its merits, and to seek a rational and 
defensible position on the great question of 
community interest.

THE BOERS. 
The English have found in the Boers of 
the Transvaal worthy descendants of the 
sturdy burghers who followed the Prince 
of Orange in the heroic struggle between 
the Netherlands and Spain. These Dutch 
Africans may be but half-civilized, but 
assuredly they have a sufficiency of the 
indomitable spirit of their ancestors. The 
British forces have had no child's play 
with the half-armed and undisciplined 
farmers, but the latter have exhibited a 
dauntless bravery which recalls the colonial 
times of our own republic. Here again 
the farmers are “ embattled,” and here 
again they have brought the regulars to a 
halt, and even repulsed them more than 
once. The indications are that England 
will have a long and arduous campaign in 
the Transvaal, and that no m atter what 
force she puts in the field she will find it 
impossible to subdue a people who are 
fighting for independence with a passion 
and self-devotion which claims the sympa­ 
thy of all who carry Anglo-Saxon blood in 
their veins.

W ash in g to n , January 31st.—The state­ 
ment published in to-day’s New York Herald, 
that the California delegation have ascer­ 
tained that the President desires t > appoint 
one of two Ohio men to the Sau Francisco 
Collectorship oí Internal Revenue, and that 
they have all called at the Treasury Depart­ 
ment to request Collector Higby’s retention 
in office ufltil after Garfield's inauguration, is 
news to all the members of the delegation 
They hive no such information as to the 
President’s alleged desire, and the men have 
made no such request, (in the contrary, the 
President told one of them recently that he 
would not make any change in this office un­ 
less the California delegation should agree in 
recommending some person for the appoint­ 
ment, and they have not as yet made any 
recommendatiou in regard to it. 
Representative B rry to day introduced a 
bill directing the Secretary of War to-d.ty to 
make Benicia Arsenal a manufactory of 
United States arms. A blank is left for the 
Military Committee to fill up with au appro­ 
priation if they consider the bill favorably, 
of which there is not much prospect. 
Senator Jones arrived here to day from 
Nevada via New York City, where he spent 
yesterday, llis reappearance in the Senate 
was hailed with pleasure by his numerous 
friends on both sides of the chamber. He 
arrives in good time to participate in toe dis­ 
cussion of the Chinese treaties and in the pro­ 
ceedings of the Finance Committee on the 
Funding bill. 
Ex-Minister George 11. Seward is now in 
Washington. He sneers at the immigration 
treaty, and argues that it will be inoperative, 
on the ground that there will be no possibility 
of distinguishing Chinese laborers from the 
exempted classes, who will be at liberty to 
come for purposes of curiosity, etc. 
The rumor that Horace Davis will be in­ 
vited to take charge of the Interior Depart­ 
ment or accept some other place in Garfield’s 
Cabinet has gained additional currency in 
Washington to-day, though it cannot as yet 
be traced any nearer to Mentor. Mr. Davis 
himself rays he knows of no particular basis 
for it, and as he has not made any efforts in 
that direction the h nor of it comes un­ 
sought. The I’ostal Telegraph D ill. 
W ash in g to n , January 31st.—Springer’s 
telegraph bill provides for the appointment 
of a Board of Appraisers under the Act of 
Congrtss of July, 18ti6, of five persons, two 
appointed by the Attorney-General, two by 
the company interested, and one by the four 
previously selected, who are authorized to 
ascertain the actual cash value of all prop­ 
erty, receipts, expenses, rate-, charges, roy­ 
alty paid, etc., of each company operating 
under the law of 1806. The appraisers fur 
each company shall meet in the city of New 
York within a month after the passage of 
this Act, take an oath for the fdthful per­ 
formance of their duties, appoint clerks, ex­ 
perts, etc , and are required to keep a record 
of their proceedings, preserve all evi­ 
dence taken, have power and are re­ 
quired to examine the books, contracts, etc., 
necessary in order to enable them to ascer­ 
tain and report the true and actual ca-h value 
of «11 effects of such company, the reports to 
be forwarded to tiie Postmaster General by 
the 1st of September, and by him printed 
and transmitted to Con rre-s at its next De­ 
cember session. The President is authoriz'd 
and directed to address circular Liter to the 
diplomatic and consular officers of the United 
State», residing in Governments having 
adopted the postal telegraph system, requir­ 
ing them to report upon the workings of such 
systems in the Governments to which they7 
are accredited, and furnish all required in­ 
formation on the snbj ot, which repor's shall 
also be printed and transmitted to Congress 
at its next December session. 
The bill was read twice, ordered to be 
printed and referred to the Committee on 
Postoffices. By the provisions of the Act of 
18Gu, telegraph companies are required to ac­ 
cept from the United States the amount of 
the' appraised value of their property, and 
each of the three companies now prominently 
before the public has filed an acceptance of 
this provision of law, and obligated itself to 
accept the amount of its appraised value 
when the same is ordered by the United 
States. Tlic C om ing Inaugural D ali. 
W ashington, January 31st.—The inaugu­ 
ral ball promises to be a grand success, and 
every endeavor is being made to make it the 
most elaborate occasion of the kind in the 
history of the country. In view of the ex­ 
pense attending the preparations, no compli­ 
mentary tickets will be issued except to Pres­ 
ident elect Garfield and family. Work on 
Ihe decoration of Pennsylvania avenue will 
be commenced at once. The escirt of the 
President-elect will consist of 20,000 militia 
and fourteen companies of regular troops and 
marines. Previ..us to the ball a reception 
will be held in the museum budding by Gen­ 
eral and Mrs. Garfield, President and Mrs. 
Hayes and General and Mrs. Grant, and 
General Hancock has also been invited to 
take part in the reception. It is thought 
from assurances received by the committee 
that he will accept. General Sherman will 
be Grand Marshal of the parade, and will 
make the presentations at the reception The 
Corresponding Secretary of the committee, 
Assistant Adjutant General Corbin, has re­ 
ceived large numbers of orders for tickets 
from persons outside the city. 
Steam er W recked — R escue o f the Pas­ 
sengers. 
M ilw aukee, January 31st.—Early risers 
discovered four boats far out into the lake in 
a blinding snow-storm, tilled with people, in­ 
cluding some women. Rescuing parties, 
mostly police, were formed. At 9 o’clock 
one boat with four men reached the break­ 
water rear the Northwestern dejiot, and were 
hauled ashore. They first gave the informa­ 
tion that the propeller St. Albans, which left 
yesterday in rning to cross the lake, had dis­ 
covered a leak when twelve miles out, and in 
two hours had to be abandoned by the crew 
of twenty persons and five passengers, of 
whom four were ladies. It was concluded to 
take to the small boats at 1:20 o’clock yester­ 
day afternoon. Three have landed, but one 
is still out, and all will doubtless be saved. 
Milwaukee, January 31st.—One of the 
deck hands of the St. Aibans is missing, and 
is undoubtedly lost. 
A la rg e Fire In P hilad elp hia. 
P h ila d e lp h ia , January 31st.—A t 4 35 
A. 31. a fire broke out on the south side of the 
Bethelden Baptist Church, at the northwest 
corner of Broad and Spruce streets. The 
flames communicated to Horticultural Hall, 
which is separated from the church by a 
twelve-foot alley. Both buildings were soon 
wrapped in fl unes. A southerly wind com­ 
municated the fire to houses on Spruce street. 
The first of these to take tire was that of Ed­ 
ward Maúles, No. 1409, adjoining the church. 
The house of Miss Mary E. Simmons was 
damaged badly by water. The interior of 
No. 1402, owned and occupi?d by Thomas S. 
Fernon, was ruined, causing a loss of 815,000. 
Nos. 1404 and 1406, occupied respectively by 
Mrs. Shaw and Mrs. Gilmore, were badly 
damaged. Before 6 o’clock the interiors of 
both Horticultural Hall and the church were 
iu ruins, and a portion of the walls of the 
latter had fallen in. At 9:45 the fire was 
still burning. 
A Sew E arl. 
Je rse y C itt, January 31st.—An exhibi­ 
tion was given to-day of a new fuel—a com­ 
bination of petroleum and steam. The exhi­ 
bition was of a satisfactory nature, and 
results are proved of an importance not easily 
exaggerated. Colonel Rose, of the Pennsyl­ 
vania Railroad, says a locomotive can bi run 
from New York to Philadelphia for §4 in­ 
stead of §25, as now with coal. The Com­ 
mercial says : 
“ To pr -duce combustion, 
nothing mo.-e is necessary than to unite dry 
steam and crude petroleum, only a comtnon 
inch pipe beirg used for this purpose—one 
for steam, the other for oil—with cocks to 
regulate the fliw. The junction is made 
within six inches of a perforated brick retort 
with nozzles, and instantly a match being ap­ 
plied, the whole interior of the furnace—an 
ordinary reverbatory smelting furnace—be­ 


comes intensely heated, so much so that all 
exposed surfaces may be easily fused. If ap­ 
plied to a steam boiler or locomotive, it is 
only necessary to place retorts, made of tire 
clay, on grate bars, thus protecting the 
boiler plates from injury. 
C ounting the Electoral Votes. 
W ashington, January 31s7.—The Demo­ 
cratic Senatorial caucus met to-day to make 
arrangements fur the count of the Electoral 
votes next week. After some discussion it 
was unanimously decided, iu the first place, 
that the Democratic majority in the Senate 
will not consent to the establishment of the 
precedent proposed by Ingalls’ resolution, or 
any similar regulations deviating from the 
long-established practice of counting the 
Electoral vote in joint convention of the two 
branches of Congress in the Hall of the 
House of Representatives; second, the reso­ 
lution now on the table of the Senate, de­ 
claring that the Vice-President has no con­ 
stitutional authority to count the Electoral 
votes, shall be called up at an early day. 
probably to-morrow, and passed to passage at 
a continuous cession, running through the 
night, if necessary; third, the select commit­ 
tee on this subject shall report, and a ma­ 
jority in the Senate pass, as soon as practi­ 
cable, asa substitute for Ingalls’ resolution, a 
concurrent resolution providing, in substance, 
that the two houses shall assemble in the Hall 
of the House of Representatives on the 
9th proximo, anil lists of the Electoral 
votes shall be mads bv two or more 
tellers on the part of the House and one or 
more on the part of the Senate ; that the 
totals for each Presidential and Vice- Presi­ 
dential candidate (excepting the votes cast 
for the State of Georgia seven days after the 
time prescribed by federal laws) shall be 
handed to the Pre-ident of the Senate, and 
he, as presiding officer of the joint conven- 
ticn, shall announce the results in the same 
way which the result was announced under 
similar circumstances in the years 1819, 1857 
and 1869, when the electoral votes of the 
States of Missouri, Wisconsin and Michigan 
were cast on days other than those fixed by 
the general law. Accordirg to this proposed 
arrangement it would he a hypothetical 
declaration as to what would be the total for 
each candidate if the votes of Georgia be not 
counted ; but it is provided in a concurrent 
resolution that this hypothetical declaration 
shall be supplemented bv an announcement 
by the presiding < ffieer tint (in any event) 
-lames A. Garfield and Chester A. Arthur 
have a constitutional majority of all the 
electoral votes, and are duly elected President 
and Vice-President. 
California's Xcw Senator. 
Chicago, January 31st.—John F. Miller, 
the California Senator-elect, arrived to-day. 
In an interview with a reporter he drew an 
encouraging picture for the future prosperity 
of his party iu California. He is confident 
that the Republican party has gained more 
foothold iu California than it has for the past 
fifteen years. 
With twenty-six of the forty 
members of the Senate and forty-two of the 
eighty Assemblymen, he thinks the party is 
abundantly prepared to shape the future po­ 
litical attitude of California. Senator Miller 
and family are now en route to Washington, 
but will make a brief visit to the Senator’s 
mother at South Bend, Ind., where his family 
reside. 
.Not So M uch Ohio. 
New York, January 31st.—A IHrald's 
Washington special says : The California del­ 
egation in Congress has a strong antipathy to 
Ohio men. Instead of recognizing as an 
honor that the President thinks strongly of 
conferring upon them by tippointing a citi­ 
zen of Ohio as Collector of Internal Revenue 
at San Francisco, the delegation is up ia arms 
over the matter, and are protesting against 
this mark of confidence and esteem. They 
have all called at tho Treasury to ask that 
the change be postponed, if possible, till 
Garfield is inaugurated, to save them from 
too much Ohio.

Cheyenne, January 31st.—A Leader's Fort 
Steele special says : Captain Joseph Lawson, 
Third Cavalry, died last night of paralysis. 
Loivson served through the rebellion, and on 
the frontier since, being one of ihe bravest 
and best officers in the seivice. He was the 
real hero at Milk river, when Thornburgh 
was killed by the Utes, iu September, 1879 
The Wyoming Legislature specially thanked 
Lawson fur his meritorious services on that 
occasion.

W ashington, January 31st.—The Com­

FOREIGN NEWS. 
incendiary Placards In Ireland. 
DUBLIN, January 31st.—Incendiary pla­ 
card-, which are now pronounced the woik 
of Fenians, have been posted generally in the 
provinces, and were torn down by the police. 
D ublin, January 31st.—The mysterious 
placards posted all over Ireland are the sub­ 
ject of conversation everywhere. So tar as 
known they Ifave been traced to nobody. 
This is remarkable, at a time when Ireland is 
overrun by an increased force of Constabu­ 
lary, who are patrolling the country at 
all hours of the night. So- thoroughly was 
the work done in Dublin that a double force 
of police was sent out early yesterday 
morning 
to make a thorough search. 
Not a single copy could be found by 
midday. It is generally assumed that the 
Land League had nothing to do with the 
placards. Indeed, the leaders of the organi­ 
zation must be gratified at the opportune ap­ 
pearance of the proclamation, which will 
turn the attention of the authorities to a new 
channel. The thoroughness of the organiza­ 
tion which issued the document may 
be judged from the fact that ofwthe sixty 
men told off for duty in Dublin and 
vicinity, not more than three knew at 6 
o’clock on Saturday their destination. I am 
told that fully a thousand men were engaged 
in putting up the 50.000 copies distributed to 
the local organizations. Their success was 
marvelous. There are mysterious hints and 
indications that the next demonstration of 
the Supreme Council will be more siriking iu 
character than the posting of placards. 
Miss Anna Parnell presided at a private 
meeting of the ladies of Ireland in the League 
cilices to day, at which a Central Land 
League of the lailie9 of Ireland was formed. 
Officers were appointed, and it was resolved 
to issue an address to the women of Ireland, 
and another to the women of America and 
other countries, inviting cc-uperatioii in the 
objects of the association. 
Bold Step o f the Land League. 
New Y ork, January 31st.—The WorliFs 
London special says : The Laud League lias 
taken a bold step in regard to the passage of 
the coercion bill. The Executive Committee 
of the Association at Dublin to-day ordered 
that none of the League shouhlleave Ireland, 
and in case the leaders of the League should be 
arrested after the passage of the bill, and 
an attempt thus be made to break up the 
central staff, the sister of Mr. Parnell, now 
in Ireland, should take charge of the busi­ 
ness, assisted by the other ladies who 
recently established the branch Land League 
in that city, Mr. Eagan, the Secretary of the 
Land League, has returned to Dublin from 
Paris, where he is said to have invested a 
considerable amount of the League’s funds. 
Ait O utspoken O pponent. 
L ondon, January 31st.—John Redmond 
has been elected member of Parliament with­ 
out opposition for New Ross, in place of 
Foley (Nationalist and Home Ruler), re­ 
signed. Redmond, iu his electoral address, 
described himself as a member of the Land 
League and a determined enemy to British 
rule m Ireland. It is staled that the election 
of Redmond was unopposed, because no one 
was willing to take the risk of nominating 
another candidate. 
Ilousc or C om m ons, 
LONDON, January 31st.—In the House of 
Commons to-day Gladstone, replying to Bax­ 
ter (Liberal), sail the dissatisfaction existing 
in Ureat Britain at the exclusive occupation 
of the House with Irish affairs had not 
escaped the attention of the Government, 
who would eventually propose such steps as 
they might think admissible. Gladstone de­ 
clared that the debate on the second reading 
of the bill for protection of life and property 
in Ireland should commence on the day fol­ 
lowing the tir.-t reading, which he certainly 
expects at this sitting. 
Jo! n on. Solicitor General for Ireland, said 
the Government has no knowledge, official or 
other, as to how the jurors were divided iu 
the State trial at Dublin, and has no inten­ 
tion to grant a new trial of the traversers.

THE STORM. 


Disastrous Effects of the Un­ 
precedented High Water. 


[SP1ICIAL BY IBLKORAfU TO TUB RBCORD-BNION.) 


S an F ran cisco , January 31st.—The storm 
which ceased last evening was the heaviest 
known in this city for many years. Break­ 
ages in sewers are reported in all parts of the 
city, and great damage has been inflicted in 
every direction by the flooding of cellars. 
Contrary to what might reasonably have 
been expected, the damage along the water 
front to the wharves and shipping has been 
very slight, no loss or accidint worthy of 
mention having occurred. The bar, during 
the storm, was extremely rough, and no 
vessel dared cross it, although there were 
over forty vessels lying at Black Point, 
waiting. 
MARYSVILLE, 
M artSVILLE.—The river has fallen over a 
foot and is still receding slowly. It now 
stands 16 feet 2 inches. The weather is warm 
and pleasant. A careful survey of the entire 
length of the levees finds them in good condi­ 
tion, but there is considerable damage to the 
railroad track immediately north and south 
of the city. In addition to the breaks be­ 
fore reported, a large volume of water is run­ 
ning through the break in Hedge’d grade, 
south of the city, which will impede stage 
travel temporarily. The broken levees in 
Sutter county are all below Yuba City. The 
levees above town are all intact. It will 
probably take several days before any traiLS 
can run. 
Marysville, (11 i>. m.)—The Yuba and 
Feather rivers have been falling very slowly 
all day, undoubtedly caused by the great 
volume of water in the Sacramento river 
holding it back. The Uroville train traus- 
ftrred its passengers and mail to-night at a 
point three miles from this city, from w hence 
they were brought in small boats. The 
steamer C. M. Small, which left Sacramento 
at 12:40 p. m., tied up at Nicolaus for the 
night, unable to pri ceod. The farms lying 
in the flooded districts of Sutter county will 
undoubtedly suffer considerable less. Re­ 
ports from there are meager, travel being cut 
off by the water. 
WHEATLAND. 
W h e a tla n d .—The storm seems to be over, 
although Bear river still keeps very high. 
There have been no trains running for the 
past twenty-four hours. The railroad com­ 
pany have a large force repairing tli damage 
to the track and bridges. Around Nicolaus, 
in Sutter county, the country is badly H >oded. 
The levees on the r.orth side of Bear river are 
all reported good.RIO vista. 
T! io V ista .—Parties j ust arrived from Seven 
Mile Slough report the bieak about fifty feet 
long and from four to seveu deep. The re­ 
pairing force has exhausted all tne material 
within reach, anil cannot complete the work 
until fresh supplies arrive to-night. About 
1,000 acres of seeded laud have been sub­ 
merged, comprising portions of Andrus an I 
Brannan Islands. No breaks are reported 
from other quarters, 
STOCKTON. 
S to ck to n .—The slough is higher than for 
years, from the overflow of the Calaveras 
river. No damage is reported, and the river 
will fall as rapidly as it rose. The trains t>- 
day were all on time. Three culverts were 
washed away Saturday on the Stockton and 
Copperopolis road, near Peters, but were re­ 
paired immediately. 
BENICIA. 
B en icia.—Since Friday night Benicia has 
occupied an isolated position, consequent 
upon the late storm. The rainfall has be en 
nearly three inches. Considerable damage 
was done the railroad track on both side3 of 
the Scraits, but all has been repaired, ex­ 
cepting the big sink between Goodyear’s 
station and Suisun, there being three feet of 
water over the track this morning. On the 
Port Costa side the trains are again running, 
the track having been cleared of laud-sldes. 
Trains will run over the track on this side 
to-morrow morning.NAPA. 
N apa.—The stor,e-bridge ovrr Napa river 
feli this morning. Loss about 820,000. The 
railroad bridge has moved fourteen ¡Dches 
down stream. The railroad below town is 
still under water. The damage to streets and 
private property from sediment and destruc­ 
tion of fences will reach nearly §100,0 ’0. The 
damage to the railroad is not so great as last 
year, as during the summer new rails have 
been laid which are connected with the fish 
joint, which keeps the rails joked. The 
damage to the railroad nud bed will reach 
nearly §40,000. 
PETALUMA. 
P etaluma.—No further damage has been 
done in this section by the freshet sir.ee Satur­ 
day. There has been no railroad communica­ 
tion north of here since Saturday mornirg, and 
none from any other section since Friday. 
Repair. on the road have been going on since 
Saturday morning, and the track between 
here and Donahue is now in good conditi n 
Great damage has been done to roads and 
bridges throughout the couDty aud to bridges 
about Petaluma. 
SANTA CRUZ. 
S a n taC ru z .—Nothing is being done to repair 
the damages on the Santa Cruz and Watson­ 
ville Railroad. The President, F. A. Hihn, 
is in San Francisco, and nothing will be done 
till «he comes back. Work is being pushed 
on the S. F. C. R. R , aud tho Superintend­ 
ent is reported as saying that he will be able 
to transter passengers, etc., on the road in 
four days. All available men are at work. 
OTHER POINTS. 
K n ig h t’s Landing.—Two thousand acres 
of wheat are overflowed and the grain dc- 
stroved. The levees are perfect. The over­ 
flow is from Cache creek and the slough, 
where no levée was built. 
O ro v ille .—No rain since yesterday morn­ 
ing. At 11 o’clock 1 ist night the water was 
filteen feet above low-water mark. It has 
fallen about three feet since. Five and thirty- 
eight hundredths inches of rain fell during 
the last storm. The thermometer marks 65°. 
The snow is nearly all gone. The ears have 
just arrived with the mails, the first train 
since Friday night. 
I one.—J ackson, Sutter and Dry cre:-ks 
have been full for two days, a id overflowing 
their banks in low places, washing away a 
limited amount of fenciug and sanding a tew 
fields. About 200 feet of filling in the rail­ 
road was washed away, cutting off railroad 
communication since Friday. I have heard 
of uo great damage anywhere. 
S a n ta R osa.—Two bridges on Santa Rosa 
creek are gone, ani one on Mark West. All 
the other bridges, both county and railroad, 
were greatly injured. Great damage has 
been done. 
V allejo.—The railroad to Napa will be 
repiired by to morrow afternoon. The break 
at Bridgeport was repaired for the pas-age of 
overland trains at noon to-day. 
Cast^oville.—The railroad tre tie-work 
across the Salinas river was car: ied away by 
the high water this morning, this being th« 
second time this winter. 
M odesto.—The rainfall for the 29th and 
30th was .96 of an inch. Total for the sea­ 
son, 5.85 inches. The Tuolumne river rose 
to 21 feet, but no damage has been done so 
far as heard from, except stopping the ferrie». 
M erced. — Hie mountain Rtreams are all 
bank full and overflowing. TheSan Joaquin 
river, opposite this place, up to last night nad 
risen but slighly.

The great flood was the main topic of inter­ 
est in the city and vicinity yesterday. 
No 
rain has fallen since the previous report, but 
thew aters from the upper valleys hove reached 
this point, and the waters which were regard­ 
ed as high on Sunday were exceeded yester­ 
day morning, when the river reached the 
highest point ever knowD, marking on the 
gauge at the foot of K street 26 feet aud 1 
inch. 
The w harf a t the foot of K street was 
thronged 
throughout 
the day, 
as well 
as 
were 
the 
river 
banks 
and 
the 
bridge. 
The water came upon the railroad 
track at the K -street landing, which was 
never seen before. 
The wharf was also sub­ 
merged below the bridge, and the river made 
a level area from the top of the wharf on 
this side to the top of the levee on the other. 
The water was full of floating flood-wood, 
and the current was extremely rapid, 
ltiver 
; captains stated th at it would register eight 
! knots an hour. 
The water still invaded the 
i Pioneer M ills so th at work has not j e t been 
! resumed there, although no damage has been 
done. 
A t the police headquarters the water 
was still higher, standing tix inches deep on 
the floor, and the prisoners and office ara 
kept in the second story. 
THE CITY LEVEES SAVE ANI) SOUND. 
No water whatever has come ever or 
through the city levees, and the city is en­ 
tirely safe. 
The surface w ater has mostly 
disappeared, and from inside the city no one 
would know that a il >od was passing a t the 
door. 
In tact, so little of it is appreciated or 
realized, except when going to the river front, 
th at a person jocularly rem arked yesterday 
that the sprinkling cart was really needed to 
lay the dust in the city.

A lthough apparently a t a stand-still cr nearly, 
along the lower part of the north levee, is 
slowly falling, and would have marked mnch 
lower last night than 24 hours before but for 
the fact th at it is held back by the high water 
in the Sacramento and cannot discharge. 
A 
di-patch received by Superintendent Wright* 
at 4 o’clock P. M. yesterday from Folsom, 
read as follows: 
“ W eather clear. 
River 
has fallen nine feet since Sunday noon, aud 
now marks tw enty.” There was also quite a 
fall at Brighton, and about eighteen inches 
at the railroad trestle bridge. 
Between that 
Point 
it

stands 
still like a 
lake. 
No danger whatever 
need therefore be apprehended as to the north 
levee, and, in fact, so far from the present 
storm having tried its endurance, it has only 
evinced its security. 
The improvements out­ 
side of the levee have suffered severely from 
the high water. 
Houses are nearly naif way 
under water, and the habitations in the Chi­ 
nese settlem ent have almost disappeared. 
The little Chinese wash-houses outside the 
levee at Seventh street are riddled. 
Only a 
few of the shanties have any sides left to 
them, and only stand with corner posts and 
an excuse for a roof over them. 
Their wash- 
tubs arid laundry paraphernalia they have 
-ecured in two or three shanties which are as 
yet left whole, but most of the denizens of 
th at salubrious towu have removed tempora­ 
rily inside of the levee as a m atter of safely 
and 
fur 
shelter. 
The 
lower floors of 
the buildings in Slater’s addition, beyend 
the Pioneer Mills, on Jibboom street, are sub­ 
merged, and the bridge beyond has been car­ 
ried from its foundation, and yesterday after­ 
noon had b;en carried down stream a short 
distance aud lodged against some large trees. 
Ju s t at dark last evening a small shanty, 
probably the house of some humble dweller, 
came floating down the Sacramento, in which 
a light was burning and a stove could be 
seen. 
The top of it struck the railroad 
bridge, but the strong current carried it 
under, and it passed down stream . 
The 
river was full, during the day, of all kind: of 
row-boats, with one or two occupants in each, 
busily engaged in eecuring fuel from the 
abundant, supply of bridge w recks and tim ­ 
bers floating bjq or in coasting for pleasure. 
THE SITUATION IN WASHINGTON. 
On the W ashington side of the river yes­ 
terday was a lively and somewhat anxious 
day. 
The low places and insecure portion 
of the levee jvhich had been watched during 
the night by patrol, was overtopped w ith the 
water betw een! and 8 o’clock yesterday morn­ 
ing. and a force of men went earnestly to 
work to cheek it and prevent a break. 
Sand 
bags were filled and securely placed a portion 
of the way, and at other places pieces of wood 
were lined along in two rows as far apart as 
possible on each side of the top of the em­ 
bankment, and the space between filled in 
with earth. 
In this manner the levee was 
raised from three to six inches, which stopped 
the water, but appeared to have very little 
power for resisting so great a body of water as 
stretched off into almost unlimited distance 
as you looked over to and upon the American 
river opposite. 
The brush spurs constiucted 
last fall along the shore where this defective 
lsvee was being preserved in this manner, 
together with the undergrowth of small trees, 
greatly aided, as it entirely overcame the 
current along the levee and enabled the frail 
top-work to be successful where it would not 
have remained an instant with any consider­ 
able current or eveu action of the water from 
wind. 
The situation, however, was regarded 
as critical enough so th at a guard was placed 
to keep people from going upon it. 
Last 
evening the dirt filling had become very soft, 
and nothing but the wood rails on each side 
retained it, and its condition for the night was 
regarded 
with considerable apprehension 
The new work at W ashington Point is still 
go .d. 
The fresh filling has settled some as 
Hie water has raised above the brush revet­ 
ment, but r.o damage ha3 occurred. 
Bags of 
sand have hern placed above the revetment, 
and there is no appearance of danger at this 
¡dace. 
From the W ashington Hotel, a short 
distance below the railroad bridge, to Con­ 
rad’s ranch, a mile or more below, the water 
also commenced running o\er different ¡'laces 
yesterday morning, which required lively 
work to oveicome. 
A large force, however, 
took up the m at er and worked with a 
will. 
The w ater was successfully held in 
check until about noon, when 
THREE BREAKS OCCURRED ON THE CONRAD 
RANCH, 
Im m ediately below Sir. Reed’s fruit or­ 
chard.-. 
The upper two cf tiiese were last 
evening about seventy teet apart, and the 
third forr.e 200 yards below, and a large 
amount of water waafl iwing back toward the 
tule, and also up into the lower part of W ash­ 
ington, and running in rivers along the 
streets. 
None of the houses were suhmergtd, 
b ut some of the streets were given up to 
boating as the only m rans of getting fr. m 
house to house. 
These breaks below W ash­ 
ington will not be as extensive nor relieve the 
high water in the river as much as if it oc­ 
curred at some other pi ice, as the land along 
this vicinity is high back of the levee, and 
the water will not flow through to a depth of 
more than four or five feet, with the river at 
even its pre ent hight. 
The levee against Read’s was several times 
reported as broken, but up to last evening it 
was still safe. 
The new levee at the former Todhunter 
break is standing admirablv and without any 
appearance of damage. 
It would stand a 
f ot more apparentlj’ w ithrut injury. 
A break occurred about 2 o’clock in the af­ 
ternoon a few hundred feet south of the 
English break dam and immediately ebove 
the road which passes over the levee at Mike 
Bryte’s. 
The break is about seventy feet 
long, very- deep, and a torrent is pouring 
through towards the tule. 
Its roar could be 
plainly heard from just above W ashington 
last evening. 
The rirm which covers the site of the old 
English break is solidly in position and doing 
its work precisely as laid out for it by the 
calculations and expectations of the engineers. 
A solid sheet of water is t eing discharged 
over the structure a depth of about four feet, 
and over its entire length, as intended, for the 
purpose of relieving the flood pressure below. 
Persons from th at vicinity who came down 
yesterday speak exultingly of the success of 
the dam. 
THE RAILROADS. 
The conditions of the railroads are as fol­ 
lows : 
The train on the K night’s Landing 
branch went out last evening as far as Wood­ 
land, and was unable to go further by reason 
of a break not yet repaired between that 
place and K night’s Landing. 
No train has 
yet been sent over the N orthern rr ad between 
Woodland and Willows, as there are breaks 
near Block’s, Arbuckle, and Maxwell. 
If 
there sh 'u ld be no further storm these will 
be made all right again by W ednesday or 
Thursday. 
The road from here to Vallejo 
is clear, and the Reno train for San Fran­ 
cisco went, th at way at 3:50 yesterday after­ 
noon, and the night train for Reno also came 
th at wsy last evening. 
The N apa branch is 
all repaired with the exception of about two 
miles of track ami the bridge at Napa. 
I t is 
expected the trains, however, will run to 
Calistoga again by-this evening. The Beni­ 
cia branch is also again in order, except at 
the sink mentioned yesterday, 
’i nis is found 
as the wat; r recedes to be about 150 yards 
long, but is still so much under water th at its 
repair has not yet been effected. By to-night, 
however, it is believed the running of trains 
over this line will be resumed. 
The Oregon 
Division will be impassable still f r at least 
two or three days, on account of the serious 
break in the bridge and track at Bear river. 
Two of the bents of the bridge are washed 
entirely away, and much of the remainder 
of the structure is out 
of line. 
Also, 
about a 
quarter of 
a 
mile 
of 
track 
immediately at this side is either gene or out 
of line. Some portioi s of the track have been 
carried down into adjoining fields. The other 
damages upon this load are of much less 
significance, and will be repaired in a day or 
two. s i that as soon as the bridge and track 
at Bear river are completed travel will be re­ 
sumed through to Redding. The mail yester­ 
day for M arysville was forwarded by steamer. 
The Central Pacific main line east remaii s 
all right and trains are regular; also on the 
W estern Division, between Sacramento and 
San Francisco by way of Stockton, and also 
the Plaeervilie road is clear. 
The overland 
train from the East airived on time yesterday 
morning, and is expected to do the same this 
morning. 
I t will probably go to San Fran­ 
cisco from here by way of Stockton and 
Antioch. 
The morning train from San Fran­ 
cisco did not run yesterday. and the overland 
Eastw ard came by way of Antioch and 
Sti ckton. and arrived here at 3:30 p. M. 
The 
train from Reno arrived on tim e a t 3:05, and 
went by way of Vallejo at 3:50.

San F rancisco, January 31st.—Richard 
A. Proctor, the celebrated English astrono­ 
mer, now in the city en route from A ustraUi 
to England, lectured to an appreciative audi­ 
ence at M ercantile Library H all this evening 
on “ The Planets.” In the course of the lect­ 
ure the distinguished gentleman referred at 
length to the predictions that have gained 
circulation relative to the alleged conse­ 
quences to follow the planetary conjunctions 
of 1880 and 1881, which he characterized as 
absolute nonsense—the work of either fools 
or charlatans, and a repetition of the super­ 
stitions of the middle aces. 
Similar conjunc­ 
tions occurred iu 1100, 1133 and 1723, and 
would take place again without creating any 
of the influence* attributed to them. 
Mr. 
Proctor paid a tribute to American institu­ 
tions, and expressed a hope th at a t no distant 
day he would become a citizen of the Re­ 
public.

There was a very large assemblage of cleri­ 
cal and lay members of the Methodist Epis­ 
copal Church at the Howard-street Church 
this evening, to welcome Bishop E. O. Haven, 
formerly Chancellor c.f Ann Arbor U ni­ 
versity, Michigan, who comes to this coast to 
preside over the interests of the Church. 
An 
address of welcome was delivered by Rev. 
D r. Briggs, to which Bishop Haven re­ 
sponded. 
Addresses were then delivered by 
H . B Heacock, representing the pastors of 
the Church ; by Mrs. Goodall, on behalf of 
"the women of the Church, to Mrs. H aven: 
by Dr. Stratton, representing the educational 
interests ; by Rev. Dr. App’.ebach, represent­ 
ing the work amongst the European popula­ 
tion of the city ; by Otis Wilson, on behalf 
of the Chinese mission rule, and by Dr. 
Crary, editor of the California Christian A d­ 
vocate, representing tbe publishing interests 
of the Church. 
The exercises, which were 
interspersed with prayer and music, were of 
an interesting character, and the best of spirit 
was manifested. 


A Turing n o r» D rim n rd -H o u se D estroyed 
S an J ose, January 31st,—Yesterday aft­ 
ernoon, between 3 and 4 o’clock, two men— 
H enry Shurriek and Robert Scholl—started 
from this city iu a buggy to reach a stone 
quarry on the Almadén road, seveu miles 
south of here. 
They reached the ford on the 
Guadalupe creek, opposite Jam es Qnivy’s 
place, and were advised not to attem pt to 
cross, owing to the swollen condition of the 
stream ; but Shurriek, who was partly drunk, 
took no heed and drove in. 
They were nearly 
across when the buggy was upset and the men 
thrown out in the water and both were 
drowning, when Quivy jumped and succeeded 
in dragging Shurriek, who was about dead, 
to the shore. 
A t the tame time Johnny 
Pearl, a young man aged about 24, a nephew 
of John Pearl, dairyman, started in to save 
Scholl. 
The latter rcache 1 a log and held on 
until he was afterw ard rescued, but Pearl 
was seized with a cramp and drowned. 
His 
body has not yet been recovered. 
Pearl was 
an excellent swimmer, and although advised 
not to go in, was confident, and as a conse­ 
quence lost his life. 
Y esterday afternoon the caving of the hank 
of the Bos Gatos creek, at the old Infirmary 
ground took w ith it the residence of Robert 
Feaan, an old recluse who has lived there for 
several years past.

house, a small oae, was broken and went to 
pieces by a collision wi.h the South-street 
bridge.

T he Apaches' W ork—Context Tor OIDe-. 
T u cso n , January 31st.—The report of the 
stage being taken by Indians on the Demiug 
route is without the slightest foundation. 
Reliable information as to the number killed 
by the Indians in New Mexico since the Uith 
is as follows : 
Oa the 19.h three herders and 
two miners were killed near Chloride Gulch ; 
on the 20th. two men were killed on the 
upper Churchills in a fight with a band of 
Apaches ; on the 221, five Mexican men were 
killed 20 miles 6oulhwest of San M ar­ 
cial 
in 
the 
foothills; 
on 
the 
21st, 
a 
family 
consisting 
of 
a 
man, 
wife, 
child and 
mother-in law 
were massacred 
a t Carriz >. 15 miles west of San M arcial; on 
the 23d Fest’s huckboard was taken between 
Silver City and San M arcial, five miles from 
San Jose, and the driver and oae horse killed. 
A Mexican in La Luz canyon and the inter­ 
preter of the Turlores reservation were found 
dead. 
Fi -ty Indians have left the reserva­ 
tion. 
I t is generally believed th at there are 
not less than 200 Indians, in bands of from 
ten to twenty,' on the warpath, and th at not 
less than forty people have been murdered by 
them during the last fifteen days. 
The mili­ 
tary appear to be doing absolutely nothing. 
Colonel Price, an experienced Indian fighter, 
wh ' was in command of the field forces in 
southeastern Arizona, and bad just organized 
a campaign, was relieved on the 24th, and 
M ajor Biddle put in eammand. 
Good ser­ 
vice was expec'.ed from Price, as he is well 
acquainted with the section of New Mexico 
where the Indians are doing their work. 
The contest for the Sheriffalty between 
P aul (Rep.) and Shibbcii (Dern ) has been de­ 
term ined iu favor of Paul. 
Shibbell has ap­ 
pealed and a contest for possession of the 
cffije ’is in 
rder. 
Shibbell. the iacumbent, 
it is believed, will try t > stick.

M atequi and upper Suinaso are admirably 
located for observing this phenomenon, as the 
mountain looms to the hight of 12,000 feet at 
a distance of about 50 miles, and is clothed in 
white half way down its side all the year 
round.
